ROMANS BUILD MANY ROADS 


Many of Those in France Have Left 


No Traces but Location of 


Others Is Known. 


Caesar's army marched the 45 miles 


which lie between Reims and dols- 
sons in one day, a fact which proves 
the existence of roads in that part 
Of Gaul. 
Tin from Cornwall took one 


month to reach the Rhone from the 
French side of the Channel, the route 
being complicated by the necessity for 
crossing rivers and mountains. Some 
of the roads of old Gftul were mere 
cart tracks, which ran through the in- 
terminable forests, and these have left 
no vestige of their presence. But the 
direction of some of the roads which 
the Romans built is known. Two of 
them ran through Paris, forming a 
crossroads, one the modern Rues St. 
Jacques and St. Martin, and the other, 
running In a southeasterly direction, 
the Rue St. Antoine and the fa- 
mous Rue de RIvoll. '

If grasshoppers are discovered in 


the early days of their attack on crops, 
they may be easily controlled by means 
of poisoned baits, the most effective 
of which is described below. This 
method has been used with remarka- 
ble success in many parts of the Unit- 
ed States, its complete effectiveness 
depending only upon the discovery of 
the young Insects before they have at- 
tained any considerable size, when the 
Injury done by them is still very slight 
and when they are wingless and easily 
killed by poisons or mechanical means. 


The constituents of a good poisoned 


bait are wheat bran, 25 pounds; paris 
green, 1 pound, or white arsenic, 1 
pound; lemons or oranges, 6 \ finely 
chopped; low-grade molasses, such as 


lemons or oranges, if necessary. Or- • 
dinary powdered white arsenic (arsen- 
ious acid) contains nearly twice as 
much arsenic as parls green and "is 
comparatively low in price. The pow-. . 
dered form of arsenate "of lead may : 
be used, but in this case twice as 
much of it must be used as of the 
pnris green.

A coarse-flaked 
bran is most desirable, although where 
thjs cannot be obtained easily ordinary 
middlings or alfalfa meal may be sub- 
stituted; a low-grade, strong-smelling 
sirup or molasses, however,, is essen- 
tial to the entire success of the poison. 
Crushed ripe tomatoes, watermelons, 
or limes may be substituted for the 


The poisoned-bran bait is distribut- 


ed over the Infested fields by- sowing j 
broadcast, either on foot or from a j 
light wagon or buggy. In applying the 
bait in orchards, care must be taken 
to avoid distributing It close to the , 
trees, because severe injury' to fruit ; 
trees occasionally results from heavy : 
applications of arsenical poisons. 


The time of day chosen for distrib- 


uting the poisoned baits has an im- 
portant bearing~upon the results se- 
cured. In California and other semi- 
arid regions the bait should be distrib- 
uted in late afternoon or early even- 
ing,

poison the grass underneath the trees. 
The orchard should not be pastured 
with live-stock after It is sprayed'until 
after one or two heavy • rains. Sheep 
and calves are^very easily poisoned. 


SPRAY MIXTURE OF ARSENIC 


Solution Should 
Be Handled With 


Greatest of Care, or Serious 


Results May Folfow. 


Spray mixtures are composed large- 


ly of arsenic and Its compounds and 
should be handled with the greatest 
care or fatal results will follow. Paris 
green, arsenate of lead, bordeaux mix- 
ture, copper solution and hellebore are 
all poisonous to aalmal life. 


The eggs of one hen, or a setting of 


eggs, may be hatched In the Incubator 
with other eggs, if, Just before pipping, 
the eggs to be pedigreed are sewed in- 
fo cheesecloth sacks. Make the sacks 
large enough to leave plenty of room 
for each chick, and see that there are 
no loose threads to choke the chicks. 
If there are several sacks, mark each 
sack, as the shells are often broken 
too much to show the record. Boil the 
sacks before using a second time.

One of. Most Desirable Products 


of Any Family Garden. 


General Rules for Care of Garden 


Crops .Should Be Adhered To In 


Cultivation — Plant Thrives 


When Land Is Rich. 


Beans thrive best in a rather warm 


sandy loam, but may be grown on al- 
most any kind of soil. For the best 
"results the soil should not be too rich 
in nitrogenous matter, or the plants 
will run to foliage and stems at the 
expense of the crop~bf pods. Heavy 
clay soils are not well adapted to bean 
culture, owing to the tendency of the 
soil to bake and prevent the seedlings 
from coming up- evenly. 
The bean 


does not draw heavily upon the soil 
and is suitable for rotation with other 
garden crops. 


In the_cultivation of beans, the gen- 


eral rules for the care of garden crops 
should be adhered to, and frequent 
shallow stirring of the soil practiced. 
For a constant supply of bunch or 
snap beans successive plantings should 
be made, the final planting being made 
aboxit eight weeks before time for 
frost in the autumn. In the South, 
plantings should be made as soon as 
the -ground begins to warm, and con- 
tinue until hot weather sets in. To- 
ward the end" of summer one or two 
plantings should be made for a fall 
crop. 


The lima-bean, both pole and bush,- 


forms one of the most desirable prod- 
ucts of the garden. This crop thrives 
best when the soil is quite rich; In

Sheriff Mead of Albuquerque secured 
requisition papers and went to Friday 
Harbor. Blanchett, upon being placed 
under arrest, attempted to commit sui- 
cide. He was taken back to New Mex- 
ico, denying that he had e^ .r heard of 
Armour. 


The evidence that the painstaking 


work of Roy Armour had unearthed 
proved so convincing that Blanchett 
was found guilty of murder in the first 
degree.

fact, good lima beans cannot be grown 
In poor soil. Place the seed In hills, 
8 or 10 to the hill, and after the plants 
become established thin to 4 or 5. The 
hills should be 4 or 5 feet apart for 
the pole varieties and 2 or 3 feet apart 
for the dwarf or bunch varieties. 
It 


is a good plan to make up the hill 
with a little additional manure well 
mixed with the soil. Cover the beans 
about 1% inches, placing them with 
the eye downward. 


When planting beans of any kind, 


the seed should not be covered to a 
greater depth than 2 inches when the 
soil Is moderately dry, and If the soil 
is wet, the covering should be very 
slight 


TEST GERMINATION OF SEED 


Varieties Best Adapted to Local Con- 


ditions Should Be Used—Plant 


for Full Stand. 


No one should run the risk of crop 


failure for using poor seed. This is 
especially true at this time when all 
possible agricultural produce Is need- 
ed. Seed of the varieties best adapt- 
ed to local conditions should .be used 
as far as available. Particular care 
should bejaken that all seed la planted 
at such a rate as t<jcjnsure a full stand 
In the field under normal weather 
conditions. 
Wherever possible, sow 


only seed which germinates well. It 
often happens, however, that the avail- 
able supplies do not germinate well. 
All seed, therefore, should •• je tested 
for germination before sowing and the 
rate of sowing of. any that does not 
germinate well should be Increased suf- 
ficiently to insure .the use of a proper 
amount of live se«jd.

Fresh garden vegetables should fur- 


nish a large part of everyone's diet, 
and if produced at home are not ex- 
pensive. Abundantly used in the diet, 
they will aid in forming a balanced ra- 
tion and will greatly assist in reduc- 
ing the high cost of living. ' While we 
are planting the gardens this year ev- 
eryone should make a special effort to 
grow special vegetables for winter nse. 
No less than 80 distinct kinds of vege- 
tables can be preserved for winter use 
by proper methods of storing, canning 
and pickling. 
The vegetables most 


commonly canned are tomatoes, corn, 
peas and string beans. Those moat 
commonly preserved by pickling ar» 
cauliflower, cucumbers, green peppers 
and green tomatoes. There are many 
vegetables that may be kept In the 
fresh state by proper storage meth- 
ods. This list includes potatoes, beets, 
carrots, turnips, parsnips, winter rad- 
ishes, rutabagas, cabbage, kolhrabl, 
celery, onions, pumpkins and squashes. 


Since most vegetables usually keep 


best if put into storage comparatively 
late, It should be the aim of the gar- 
dener to mature the vegetables for 
winter use late in the season. If plant- 
ed too early many crops will become 
tough, woody and pithy before the sea- 
son for storage arrives. 


INSECT INJURIES TO CROPS 


Great Part of Annual Loss Can Be Pre- 


vented by Vigilance and Action 


on Part of Growers. 


Be on the job against Insect pests 


this season. -Make your food contribu- 
tion to the human family, not the In- 
sect family. N Farmers who provide 
themselves with Insect poisons and 
then keep a vigil for the^ first out- 
breaks of crop enemies will bring 
through the largest yields. Failure to 
detect an outbreak at its beginning 
and delay in getting combative mate- 
rial may be fatal to the crop attacked, 
warn entomologists in -the United 
States department of agriculture. 


That a great part of the annual loss 


to grain crops due to insect injuries 
can be avoided by vigilance and vigor- 
ous action on the part of growers is 
not sufficiently realized, the entomolo- 
gists say. Frequently insect out- 
breaks originate within a limited area, 
and when this is the case it is often 
quite possible to stamp them out be- 
fore any great damage has been done. 
If the outbreak is general, then com- 
munity action is essential to prevent 
the infestation from becoming wide- 
spread.
